Washington, March 25.—Tim report 
of the naval bourd of inquiry into the 
Maine disaster arrived in Washington 
at U:55 last night, and this morning 
Lieutenant Commander Manx deliv­ 
ered the momentous document into the 
hands of Secretary of the Navy Long. 
Mr. Long, after a brief conference with 
the commander, called a carriage and 
was hastily driven with a guard to the 
white house, where he turned the report 
over to the president. 
When the train canning the four 
naval officers who carried the report 
from Key West to this city arrived they 
were hurtled at mice into a carriage by 
an attache of the navy department and 
driven to the Ebbitt House, where they 
tried to catch a little much needed sleep 
and at the same time withstand the 
crowd of newspaper men who thronged 
the lobby in hope* of some stray Int of 
information which had escaped the 
scrutiny of numerous correspondents 
along the route. 
The jiaity eonsisted of lieutenant 
Commander Manx, lieutenant John 
Hood, Lieut. Carl J auge ti, Passed As­ 
sistant Engineer Bowers, A. T. Manx, 
a nephew of the judge advocate and 
ship carpenter Helms, of the Maine* ill­ 
fated crew. 
There was au immense 
crowd waiting at the depot when the 
train pulled in. 
The naval contingent 
was in the last sleeper of the train aud 
deftly avoided the crush of cit lieu* by 
alighting at the upper end of the plat­ 
form and going mat across tracks. 
All 
were thoroughly tired and Commander 
Maria was asleep in the corner of the 
seat when the train pulled in and was 
gently shaken into sensibility by his 
companions who were on guard. 
The party was met at the steps of the 
cor by Lieutenant Ward of the navy de­ 
partment, who was the sole representa­ 
tive of Secretary Long.

Reynolds Foundry company's plant, lo­ 
cated in North Dayton, in the flooded 
district, caught fire from an explosion 
of ac eta lyne gas and burned to the wa­ 
ter’s edge.

tlo# Hts Price Advance. After the Skin 
Leave. Siberia. 
Dp in the great watershed dividing 
Siberia and Mongolia lives a peculiar 
race of people, half Chinese, half Tib­ 
e t a n 
Few Europeans have ever seen 
them. In fact, w ith the exception of one 
or two enterprising explorers or geo­ 
graphical enthusiasts wha have crossed 
the Altai range, European eyes have 
never gazed upon the aboriginal Syots 
of northern Mongolia. 
Sable hunting in the Siberian moun­ 
tains and northern Mongolia is confined 
almost exclusively to tho Syots and oth­ 
er native raoes, and it Would surprise a 
good many fur dealers in England to 
know the prices which are paid by the 
Siberian traders to these poor aborigines 
for the skins they collect. 
The Siberian trader, knowing his 
market, makes periodical journeys into 
Mongolia. It is Bafe to say he does not 
take a kopek of money with him, but ho 
drags behind him a well stuffed caravan 
loaded with tea, tobacco, gunpowder 
and shot, strings of beads far the wom­ 
en and roughly made moccasins for tho 
men. In due course he will come across 
a Syot encampment. 
The trader sits on his wagon and bar­ 
ters cheerfully. 
W ith the eye of a con­ 
noisseur and with fingers rendered deft 
by long practice he sees and feels the 
smooth, warm skins of the little ani­ 
mals. 
* 
This small black one—well, a two 
ounce packet of tobacco is enough for 
that ; that large black one—a handful 
of shot and an equal quantity of gun­ 
powder; a packet of tea for a lovely 
skin with a long black stripe down tho 
center; this one, a fine skin, but a lit­ 
tle bit hurt by the shot entering the 
back—well, say a string of beads for 
that. 
In their original undressed state it is 
safe to say that the skins do not cost 
the Siberian trader much more than a 
few pence each on the average. As the 
poor sable travels farther westward, 
however, he gets dearer and dearer, lu 
Tomsk one can buy a very good sable 
for something like 5 or 6 rubles, about 
J 3s. In Omsk few are sold under IO ru­ 
bles—£ I Is. 
In Moscow IOO per cent 
goes on. 
In. St. Petersburg no one ex­ 
cept the middle class or a functionary 
would wear a sable under £5. 
In Paris 
and Loudon a 
Siberian sable skin 
Will fetch anything np to £80, bnf tho 
imitation sables pf the present day have 
done much to depreciate this wonderful 
trode. — London Mail.

Up in the great watershed dividing 
Siberia and Mongolia lives a peculiar 
race of people, half Chinese, half Tib­ 
etans. 
Few Europeans have ever seen 
them. In fact, w ith the exception of one 
or two enterprising explorers or geo­ 
graphical enthusiasts who have crossed 
the Altai range, European eyes have 
never gazed upon the aboriginal Syots 
of northern Mongolia. 
Sable hunting in the Siberian moun­ 
tains and northern Mongolia is confined 
almost exclusively to tho Syots aud oth­ 
er native races, and it would surprise a 
good many fur dealers in England to 
know the prices which aro paid by the 
Siberian traders to these poor aborigines 
for the skins they collect. 
The Siberian trader, 
knowing his 
market, makes periodical journeys into 
Mongolia. It is safe to say he does not 
take a kopek of money with hirn, but ho 
drags behind him a well stuffed caravan 
loaded w ith tea, tobacco, gunpowder 
and shot, strings of beads for the wom­ 
en aud roughly made moccasins for the 
men. Ll doe course he w ill come across 
a Syot encampment. 
The trader sits on his wagon and bar* 
tors cheerfully. W ith the eye of a con­ 
noisseur and with fingers rendered deft 
by long practice be sees and feels the 
smooth, warm skins of the little ani­ 
mals. 
* 
This small black one—well, a two 
ounce packet of tobacco is enough for 
that; that large black one—a handful 
of shot and an equal quantity of gun­ 
powder, a packet of tea for a lovely 
skin w ith a long black stripe down tho 
center; this one, a fine skin, but a lit­ 
tle bit hurt by the ifcot entering the 
back— well, say a string of beads for 
that. 
In their original urn!rewed state it ii 
safe to say that the skins do not cost 
the Siberian trader much more than a 
few* pence each on the average. 
As the 
poor sable travels farther westward, 
however, be gets dearer and dearer. In 
Tomsk one can buy a very good sable 
for something like 5 or 6 rubles, about 
18s. In Omsk few* are sold under IO ru ­ 
bles— £1 Is. 
Jo Moscow IOO per eent 
goes on. 
In. St. Petersburg no’ one ex­ 
cept the middle class or a functionary 
would wear a sable nuder £5. 
In Paris 
and London a real Siberian sable skin 
frill fetch anything up to £20. bnf the 
im itation sables of tin* present day hav« 
done rn ac Ii to depreciate this wonderful 
trade — Lon (Un Mail.

ARRIVED ON TIME LAST NIGHT.

Washington, March 23.—The report 
of the naval board of inquiry into the 
Maine disaster arrived in Washington 
at 0:35 last night, and this morning 
Lieutenant Commander Manx deliv­ 
ered the momentous document into the 
hands of Secretary of the Navy Long. 
Mr. Long, after a brief conference with 
the commander, called a carriage and 
was hastily driven with a guard to the 
white house, where he turned the report 
over to the president. 
When the train carrying the four 
navel officers who carried the report 
from Key West to this city arrived they 
were bustled at once Into a carriage by 
an attache of the navy department ann 
driven to the Ebbitt House, where they 
tried to catch a little mach needed sleep 
and at the same time withstand the 
crowd of newspaper men who thronged 
the lobby in hopes of some stray Ut of 
information which bad escaped the 
scrutiny of numerous correspondent* 
along the route. 
The laity consisted of Lien tenant 
Commander Manx. Lieutenant John 
Hood, Lieut. Carl Jungeu, Passed As­ 
sistant Engineer Bowers, A. T. Manx, 
a nephew of the judge advocate and 
ship carpenter Helms, of the Maine* ill­ 
fated crew. 
There was an immense 
crowd waiting at the depot when the 
train pulled in. 
The naval contingent 
was in the last sleeper of the train aud 
deftly avoided the crash of citizens by 
alighting at the upper end of the plat­ 
form and going out across tracks. 
A U 
were thoroughly tired and Commander 
M atts was asleep in the corner of the 
scut when the train palled in and was 
gently shaken into sensibility by his 
companions who were on guard. 
The party was met at the steps of the 
car by Lieutenant Ward of the navy de­ 
partment, who was the sole representa­ 
tive of Secretary Long. 
He informed 
Cam man der Manx that the secretary 
coaid not receive the report last night 
and gathering the tired travelers under 
his protecting wing made for the hack 
stands through the rapidly thickening 
crowd which, balked of its {Hey at the 
gate, had swarmed oat over the pave­ 
ment to get a glimpse at the on unde of 
the mach heralded report. 
lieutenant 
Hoed, as the most muscular member cd 
the party, carried the balky document 
in a white canvas bag alang nuder hit 
arm. 
It must have weighed IO or 20 
pounds without its carrying case and 
portended endless reams of complicated 
testimony to be digested by the ad­ 
ministration before the next step in the 
progress of the Maine incident can be 
taken. 
That the whole party carrying the re­ 
port was armed was demonstrated in a 
rather theatrical way just as they were 
about to get into the carriage. 
The 
crowd closed around the party and jos­ 
tled them considerably. 
Home one ran 
against the end of the mysterious can­ 
vas* bag in which the report was con­ 
cealed. 
Quick as a flash lieutenant 
Hood's hand went iutck to his hip aud 
lieutenant Jo agen laid his hand on the 
batt of a revolver t lust wa* sticking from 
bis side pocket. The movements were 
sufficient to prevent further jostling. 
On being driven to the Ebbitt house 
the whole party retired, fit st having or­ 
dered some light refreshments to their 
room*. 
It was not long until tho news 
of their arrival spread and the lobby 
was filled with a canons crowd of 
idlers, while the negro bell boys worked 
over time carrying up cards from the 
various correspondents in search of an 
interview.
